their eyes the most disreputable member 
the entire cactus family, for the simple 
reason that more than match for the 
cactus vandal. hates square break with 
anything, and this one plant that can and 
does inflict altogether too painful wound 
for these fellows. Besides there little 
sale for the species, people will not have 
them for the same reason that the desert 
robber doesn’t like them. bigelovii 
seems safe for our deserts and posterity. 

One the greatest menaces was cactus 
candy. are pleased announce that this 
industry practically dead. Hundreds 
the finest specimens visnagas were pulled 
up, cut into small squares, boiled full sugar 
and artificial flavoring and sold confec- 
tion. This candy was very delicious, but 
owed none its virtue the cactus other 
than the name.

and the public just pleased with the 
taste, just called cactus candy.
